There are two ways—First: we can im- 
pore aucrifices upon ourselves. Surely, if the 
little children of Fatima did, we too can en- 
dure deprivations in eating and drinking, in 
rest and recreation ; we tov can bear up with 
heat and cold. And why should we hesitate 
to imitate them even in their aMlictive pen- 
ances; according to our state of life and 
generosity? 


Secondly, if we would do penance, we must 
accept the trials God senda in His divine 
Providence. These trials are a more perfect 
penance because they are unsought for; they 
are more effective, more crucifying, becnuse 
they are often constant and irremovable; 
they are safer, being proofs against vanity 
and illusion; they are the end of all the other 
sacrifices, the real purpose of the penences 

i upon ourselves. Voluntary re 

straint paves the way for voluntary nccept- 
ance of every day trials: 
—Trialy through bodily sufferings: sick- 
ness, accidents, infirmities, uge; even the in- 
clemencies of weather und climnte constitute 
an annoying cro 


Trials on the economic side: in busine: 
in the raising of crops, reverses, losses, fail- 
ures, poverty and stress. 


—Trinls in the family: from the rearing 
of children, the insubordination of youth; 
the inevitable frictions, quarrels, differences, 
separations, the death of loved ones—all 
heavy crosses. 


——Trinls in intellectual and vocational pur- 
suits: mental sufferings, worries, the hard- 
ships of learning, the tests and triuls that 
are examinations, the anguish of the voca- 

n problem, disappointments heartbreaks 
Litterness. . . 


——Trinls in the apostolate: the pustor toils 
and wears himself out only to reap inditfer- 
ence, forgetfulness, ingratitude. 


—Trinls even in the spiritual and inte 
life: trials in prayer, dryness, temptation, 
apparent ubandonment by God... 


‘The Litany is long—as long ns life. 


Yet, to be of value, these trials must not 
only be endured, they must be nccepted: 


1) With resignation, since they come from 
heaven, even if they are the result of the ill 
will of men, even if they are distasteful and 

pugnant, even while we endeavor to rid 
ourselves legitimately from them. “Not my 

but Thine be done,” should be the 
watchword. 
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
